Paris—(JV-The cabinet met today 


to consider the financial and eco- 
nomic program of Finance Minister 
Paul Reynaud shortly after Premier 
Edouard Daladier had received a 
delegation of 200 war veterans to 
demand a strong government for 
France. 


The premier told the veterans he 


had chosen the route of "courage 
and energy" and not the route of 
"capitulations," in his policies. 


Reynaud planned an appeal to 


the nation to back his program, 
often described 
by deputies as 


promising the last chance to save 
the traditional way of government 
in France. 


It was reported the measures 


would include an increase in taxa- 
tion on foreigners living in France. 


Reynaud submitted to the cabinet 


a three-point program designed to 
halt the steady weakening of the 
country's money, finances, com- 
merce and industry. The proposed 
reforms would be promulgated un- 
der Premier Edouard Daladier's de- 
cree powers. 


Daladier and his ministers ap- 


proved the measures individually 
in conferences with Reynaud prior 
to the formal cabinet consideration.

questions of law irrespective of po- 
litical trends will not be able to 
prove, of course, that the elections 
had nothing to do with it. 


Secret Conferences 


One cannot predict the outcome 


of supreme court 
cases, 
because, 


unlike other governmental bodies, 
the conferences 
before decisions 


are rendered are absolutely secret 
and there are no leaks. But often- 
times a close following of the arg8- 
ment and a reading of the briefs 
and particularly 
the decisions of 


the courts below lead to impres- 
sions as to how the cases may be 
decided by the supreme court. 


Such an instance, for example, is 


the Fansteel case, which looks as 
if it will furnish the first real re- 
versal to the National Labor Rela- 
tions board that it has had. In this 
case, the sit-down strike is involv- 
ed. Out in Illinois, some sit-down

of a state court ordering them to tionalism o 
vacate the property they had seiz- New Deal, 
ed. The national labor board dis- 
regarded this and ordered the men 
reinstated. 
If the supreme court 


rules against the labor board, It 
will be said that the recent election 
in Michigan, repudiating Governor 
Murphy's handling of the sitdown 
strike, had an influence on the 
court. 
Actually, the case already 


has been decided by the circuit 
court of appeals against the labor 
board, so that the supreme courc 
would be merely affirming a low- 
er court decree if it disagrees with 
the labor board. 


Points of Law 


The expectation among lawyers 


who have followed recent cases is 
that the labor board will not find 
as many approving decisions in the 
future as in the past because many 
points of law which have never 
come up before now are coming to 
Ihe front, and they really do not 
involve constitutionality, but mat- 
ters of procedure. On this aspect, 
all quasi-judicial commissions in 
their first 
years of life find the 


courts correcting them. It is a nat- 
ural and inevitable process and is 
no reflection on these commissions 
or boards. 


The whole supreme court situa- 


tion, viewed 
broadly, is, on the 


other hand, in a much better state 
than it was before the elections. 
Until last week, the American peo- 
ple did not have a chance to regis- 
ter their views on the message of 
Feb. 5, 1937, which President Roose- 
velt sent to congress asking for six 
extra justices to overcome the opin- 
ions of the justices whose views he 
did not like.

New York—Has it ever occurred to any of us that our cultured friends, 


across the sea may be doing us a helpful service in their robust denun- 
ciations of the United States as a land of gangsters? 


Mussolini, of all people, started this, and when, after a long time, he 


touched a nerve and made us twitch Hitler's press took up the charge. 


Now both call us a nation of gangsters. And Ameri- 
cans who, earlier in the game, took a mischievous 
pride in this reputation have now become ashamed, 
realizing that there is more than a grain of truth in 
what they say.

It is rather pathetic, yet a hopeful sign, when ordinary citizens of Chi- 


cago, after generations of submission to politico-criminal combinations, 
speculate wistfully on the possibility that Chicago, too, may one day 
discover a Dewey. 


The very name of Dewey suggests hope, and now that Mr. Dewey has 


received instructions to proceed 
with his work he probably will kin- 
dle in the people of many commun- 
ities an aggressive purpose to smash 
the rackets which prey on them and 
punish criminals in politics. 


I have not the text of Mr. Roose- 


velt's recent remarks about over- 
emphasis on internal corruption, 
but, as I remember, he thought such 
talk could be overdone. Certainly 
it is bad publicity for the United 
States as a country, but if the talk 
leads to practical prosecution of 
grafters and hoodlums and results 
in a new concept of responsibility 
and honesty in politics the country 
will be the winner.

He strikes at the se- 
curity and political stability of the 
country, and that is no laughing 
matter.

"YES, BUT—" 


President Roosevelt said yesterday that 


he saw nothing in Tuesday's election that 
would threaten "a continuation of liberal 
government." 


In this we agree with the President 


completely. 


But there is a manifest threat in Tues- 


day's election to two important features 
that have always marred and sometimes 
blackened the course of this administra- 
tion. One is its radicalism and the other 
is its impractical ways. 


Tuesday's election put a quietus on 


both these dangerous features. And any 
man in public life who doesn't under- 
stand that message cannot read even a 
plain "mandate." 


While the President is not a man of 


violence his sort of "liberalism" comes 
nearer to the Minnesota brand than any 
other particular sort throughout the union. 
And up in Minnesota Benson was dragged 
down by one of the most notable show- 
ings of popular dislike that could be found 
any place in the country. 


The Minnesota brand of radicalism 


started in a nice purring way like Mr. 
Roosevelt's. But it has been going long- 
er. It soon picked up an alliance with 
criminal bands and then resorted to as- 
sassination. Spattered with blood, weighed 
down with human corpses, it turned to the 
people of Minnesota and prayed for the 
right to continue a "liberal government." 


But the mask had worn thin. 


EUROPEAN TENSION 


In a public address Mr. Lippmann de- 


scribed the situation he found in Europe 
during the summer in realistic fashion 
when he said: 


"If I had not felt the tension as it 


heightened to the breaking point, if I 
had not felt the doors of hope closing 
and the air 
becoming 
too hot to 


breathe, I could not, I am sure, have 
imagined what insecurity does to men." 
Just so. One must get close enough 


to a horror to really know it. It takes a 
powerful imagination to picture the suf- 
ferings of some races in Europe and still 
no really clear conception is had of the 
pain. Perhaps none could be had without 
being one of the oppressed. 


Only upon occasion, and that rarely 


enough, do we begin to appreciate the 
wholesome life that we have in America 
far from the maddening plots and hat- 
reds of a continent infected by poisons. 


Continuing in his address, Mr. Lipp- 


mann described the sensation: 


"You cannot hope to realize what the 


strain of this everlasting waiting for 
a never-ending danger docs to men's 
nerves, what it does to their minds, 
what it does to their judgment, what it 
does to their capacity to hold fast to 
the principles and the standards of 
civilized life. It is like waiting in a 
•theatre matching a play that goes on 
and on with a feeling that at any mo- 
ment the theatre may be on fire and 
all the exits closed and bolted. Who 
among you can be sure that lie will 
sit through such an ordeal, cool, calm, 
collected, reasonable, unselfish, lar- 
sirhtod and just?" 


"We might make the European situa- 


tion more real to ourselves by picturing 
Stalin holding forth at Minneapolis, Mus- 
solini at Chicago and Hitler at Lansing. 
Surrounded by grim faces and beetling 
brows what would our reaction be? 


Every time 
one of those dictators 


•turned over and snarled or issued a threat 
v e would hkely vision the -worst. Con- 
E'antly, like a triphammer, our concepts 
ff ]ifc would be battered by fear and anx- 
:ety, or.Iy to be overcome at times by 
flooding resolutions of hatred and revenge 
culminating in the determination "to once 
and for all" wipe out the intolerable sit- 
uation by stamping upon it, and then find 
that 5uch action had but crystalized into 
actuality all the Jong nightmares of the 
\ c ar?. 


IS A NEW PARTY BORN? 


After watching the election returns 


an observer remarked that "the only Dem- 
ocrats who won were anti-New Dealers." 
to which another added, "The Republican 
party has become rcjuycnized." 
Within 


the confines of those shoit sentences may 
possibly be found a rich lode of political 
truth. 


For America is not radical—it has too 


much sense for that—and it realizes now 
that most of the parlor-Socialist experi- 
ments it made were not only a bit ridicu- 
lous but should have been so understood 
by a reasoning people. 


Close attention is demanded by the 


claim that-the Republican'party has be- 
come rejuvenized. It better be. For the 
task ahead which it must perform in clear- 


all the jd.ebr.is made Ivy .wild experi- 


ments will be a very heavy one. Upon the 
surface of things it appears that its reform 
and rejuvenation are genuine, at 
least 


there is plentiful evidence of a great 
change of heart for which there has been 
equally great need. 


Gone from the ranks of Republican 


leadership are most of the "delightful old 
humbugs." They have been replaced in 
many instances by clear-cut, energetic 
men of character in whose honor the 
people willingly trust and in whose judg-, 
ment the people feel safe. 


In Massachusetts, New York, Pennsyl- 


vania, Ohio and so on down the victor- 
ious line the Republicans put up men for 
office who probably in many instances 
could not have been nominated ten years 
ago. 


Mr. Dewey is the outstanding 
man 


among all of these. His defeat by 67,000 
in a state that cast almost five million 
votes and against a Democrat who had not 
been New Deal but had a splendid record 
is in reality a great victory. To go to New 
York City after working his way through 
college and climb to the very peak of 
fame and honor through the brilliance of 
his resolute character is exhibiting the 
sort of manhood the nation demands in 
high places. Mr. James, the new governor 
of Pennsylvania, is another wholesome 
leader, fair, reserved and capable, who 
will have the big job of bringing Penn- 
sylvania state government back to life af- 
ter the pampered son of great wealth 
and little mental ability, one Earle, cov- 
ered it over with a thick slime of miscon- 
duct.

MR. HEIL ON SECURITIES 


Apparently determined to feel his way 


carefully Governor-elect Heil has given 
little intimation of his attitude toward spe- 
cific state problems other than as he dealt 
•with them in the campaign and except for 
his rather vigorous assertion that he is 
going to stop the sale of wildcat securi- 
ties and therefore the looting of the peo- 
ple by designing and unscrupulous men on 
the order of the Buckman outfit. 


The state has done a great deal, as have 


most states, to save unsuspecting citizens 
from the slick thievery resulting in the 
sale of worthless stocks. A fair question 
is now presented: 
What more can be 


done? 


Men are prohibited from selling unless 


they are first licensed. This provides an 
opportunity to look over the men and their 
records and is at once a barrier although 
not a high one against dishonesty. The 
principal strength of the law lies in pro- 
hibiting the sale of securities excepting as 
they are specifically permitted fey name 
and amount, a permit that is granted only 
after careful and detailed investigation of 
the company, its history and the nature of 
• the security offered. 


These two barriers together have kept 


a great deal of frog-pond green out of the 
drinking water. But they haven't a per- 
fect batting average. Dishonest salesmen 
have sometimes substituted unlicensed se- 
curities worth no more than torn wall- 
paper. This was a precarious adventure 
upon their part, of course, and likely to 
lead to almost immediate exposure. But 
when they were able to attract the influ- 
ence and cooperation of an official in the 
very department of government that was 
supposed to punish them, and with his 
help squelch complaints, they sailed on 
happily enough for a few years and cost 
some trusting 
people 
about a million 


dollars. 


When it comes to improving upon this 


law it will be interesting to hear the spe- 
cific recommendations. 
Greater strictness 


may be exerted in licensing brokers but 
the havoc that has been wrought was 
not in selling licensed securities but wild- 
cat ones from other states or purely fic- 
titious ones. 


As against that hazard what possible 


proposals will insure safety excepting a 
bond upon the part of brokers? And what 
will these bonds, all told, cosf 
And how 


heavy will the charge be upon the 99 li- 
censed brokers, who would not sell il- 
legal securities, in order to insure the one 
tainted apple in the barrel? 
And what 


about buyers of securities who can easily 
find out the facts about any proffered 
stock or bond if they will make the effort? 


Immediately that we try to make our 


laws 100 per cent perfect a number of 
questions like these are bound to arise. 
They indicate that, highly desirable as is 
the aim of sound securities for invest- 
ment, some caution is required some place 
in addition to governmental agencies.

Child's Cultural Background

Whenever I see a child playing with a toy gun or pistol I long to find 


his mother and ask her to please gtt him some other kind of toy to use 
n expressing his manliness. Some sort of toy with which no idea of mur- 
der and death is connected. There is only one use for a gun. It has but 
one meaning— hit the mark and kill it. There is no fun in killing any- 
thing as far as I am concerned. I like to see the deer on the hill, and the 
pheasant on the stone wall. I understand that a hunter has a different 
feeling, and is entitled to it, but what has that to do with children five, 
seven, ten years of age? 


Long ago experienced teachers discovered that the child's play became 


the adult's purposed work. The spirit of his play merged into the spirit of 
his labor in after years. Play had a strong influence on the tastes, the 
abilities, skills, and desires of maturity. A game that called for guns and \ 
killing, violence of all sorts, was not calculated to benefit the player^ 
later on in life. 


This is -not to say that if children play at being gangsters they will 


grow up to be criminals, but it is to say that the time they spent in such 
games might have been devoted to pastimes that would lend more beau- 
ty, more usefulness, higher aims, to 
their maturer interests. A child 
whose chief game during childhood 
was the gangster game is not likely 
to be the citizen whose chief inter- 
est lies in better government, bet- 
ter civic life, finer education, higher 
art, and a generous understanding 
of world betterment. He may be, 
but it is not likely. 


Early training counts. Play is an 


important part of a child's cultural 
background. Good, healthy play col- 
ors the child's mind and so affects 
his thinking and behavior. The color 
and the quality of mind that a 
child's play sets are likely to last 
through many years, the best years 
of life. 


Some people defend the toy guns, 


swords, battleships and the full 
panoply of war as games for cnil- 
dren on the ground that youth 
should be trained for defense of 
home and country. Very well. If 
that be so what has a child to do 
with it? Is it necessary to teach 
war games in the nursery? The idea 
is repugnant. 
If youth must be 


trained to use a gun, to fight in 


battle, eighteen is soon enough to 
begin training. By that time the 
boy has some idea of why and what, 
and can make a choice between 
training for peace and training for 
war. I believe he is entitled to that 
choice. 


When one hands an infant a gun. 


is he giving him a free choice? Not 
as I see it. What one puts into ihe 
hands and minds of infants one is 
responsible for completely. The 
child accepts what we in our love 
and wisdom hand him. If there is 
either love or wisdom in giving a 
child a gun, or a war game, encour- 
aging him to look upon bandits as 
heroes, and war as a game, it es- 
capes me. I am against the whole 
business for children.

The other day I spoke of the war 


between brown rats and black rats. 
The enmity of these rats -was 
brought out by a little event in the 
life of an English ratcatcher. 


After his work was done for the 


day, the ratcatcher took home a 
cage almost filled with rats of both 
colors. In the morning he meant to 
give his dog practice in rat-catch- 
ing by letting him chase them one 
or two at a time. 


When morning came, the rat- 


catcher looked at the cage, and 
blinked his eyes. All the black rats 
were gone!' The brown ones had 
eaten them! 


It has been estimated that Great 


Britain has about 45,000,000 rats, 
about one to each person on the is- 
land. During the past 20 years, the 
British 
government 
has 'taken 


strong measures to cut down the 
number of the pests. It had been 
found that 
without 
government 


help in the light against 
them, 


rats were growing, in number at an 
alarming rate. 


How fast the rat population may 


grow is shown by tables. In two 
years, a single pair can become the 
parents and grandparents of more 
than 5,000 rats. 


The number is ' kept down by 


lack of food, and by attacks of en- 
emies. Among the 
enemies are 


hawks, owls, snakes, dogs, and 
cats. 


Rats usually are afraid to attack 


people, but if they are cornered 
they may leap at a person's face or 
throat. At threshing time, a farm- 
er boy was killing rats with a club. 
Just as he was swinging the club, 
one of them leaped at him, and he 
was saved 
from harm only be- 


cause he changed the direction of 
the blow, and hit the rat in midair. 


Rats destroy vast amounts of 


wheat and other grain each year. 
That is a reason for the farmer to 
keep his grain in bins in which 
rats cannot enter. The yearly mon- 
ey loss from rats in the United 
States and Canada is believed to 
be a little more than $200,000.000. 


Garbage may not be worth mon- 


ey, but we should not let rats feed 
on it. To do so, is to give them a 
food supply, and to 
keep them 


alive. Let the t:over always be put 
back tightly on the garbage can! 
1 have spoken of how rats can 


spread the bubonic plague. Since 
this plague usually breaks out in 
the Orient, it may not seem im- 
portant to us. We must remember, 
however, that other diseases are 
spread by rats. They are blamed, in 
one way or another, for adding to 
the number of cases of round- 
worm, tapeworm and jaundice, not 
to speak of "rat-bite fever." 


If you use poison to fight rats, 


better obtain a kind not dangerous 
to human beings. In any case, keep 
it out of reach of babies.
